incomparably the moſt honourable perſons 
who ever gilded the Abrahamic line. And, 
as God has built the goſpel church on ze 
foundation of their prophets and apoſiles, Eph. 
11. 20. as the faur and twenty elders, who occupy 
ſuch a diſtinguiſhed place among the celeſtial 
worſhippers, were all of jewiſh extraction; 
ſee Rev. iv. 4, 10. v. 6, 11, 12. vii. 11, 12. 
xi. 16. and xix. 4. as the crown of twelve ftars 
which the church will wear upon ber head, 
after A. D. 1866, repreſents the twelve apoſtles, 
ch. xii.

The prophet Ezekiel aſſures us, ch. xvi. 
$368. that Sodom and her daughters, as well 
as Samaria and ber daughters, ſhall return to 
then former eſtate; and the Lord adds, ver. 61. 
I will give them to thee, O Jeruſalem, for 
daughters ; but not by thy. Sinai covenant, but 
abſolutely, even as I gave thee Canaan at firſt.

(2:) Sodom was 
indeed made a late of fire at firſt, when he 
LORD rained upon Sodom andGomorrah brin- 
flone and fire, from the LORD, out of heaven; 
which kindled the bituminous matter of that 
foil into one general liquid flame, Gen. xix. 24. 
But this Burning was not to continue always 
upon this ſpot ; therefore when the fire had 
conſumed the inflammable ſoil, the conti- 
guous river broke in upon the cavity which 
the fire had made; and, together with the 
deſcending rain, turned it into what is now 
called the Aſphaltite, or Bituminous Lake, or 
the Salt or Dead Sea. Therefore, what is ſaid 
of their ſuffering the vengeance of eternal fire, 
_ muſt be underſtood of their ſouls; unleſs there 
is now. a fire burning under the Dead Sea, 
which cannot be proved from theſe words. 
(3.) Though the deſtruction of Babylon and 
Edom are repreſented by that of Sodom, it is 
not faid of Sodom, as it is of both theſe places, 
br. never be inhabited, neither ſhall it be 
delt in from generation to generation; and 
ga gain, No man ſhall abide there, neither ſhall 
4 Jon of man dwell therein, 16a, Xiii.

46. the words refer to our death, as well 
as to the day of judgment ; and though men 
know not the year of their death, as our life is 
ſet to ſeventy or eighty years, it cannot be ſaid, 
that we know nothing about the time of our 
diſſolution. But taking the words day and 
hour literally, all that we can fairly learn from 
Mark xiii. 32. is, that at A. D. 34, no one 
but God knew the leſſer periods of the time 
of judgment: and in this ſenſe, perhaps, it 
may be true, even to the end, that neither 


men, nor angels, nor the Son himſelf knous 


the time; though it cannot be true to the end, 
in the bum ſenſe of theſe words. 

But whatever was the truth intended to be 

conveyed by theſe words'in A. D. 34, it muſi 

not be forgotten, that God gave his Son 


On: revelation in heaven; which 3.
